The two color programs on 
typing procedures will be shown 
twice each day.

Mrs. Johnny Abbey, secretar¬ 
ial science instructor, will nar¬ 
rate and demonstrate the various 
functions and techniques of the 
typewriter. 

The two-part program will be 
of value to any person who types, 
Mrs. Abbey said. 

Her first program will be on 
the functions of both manual and 
electric typewriters. 

She will discuss space con¬ 
trol, paper guide, multiple copy 
control, impression control, use 
of two sheets of paper, paper 
insertion, paper release, paper 
bails, line finder, plastic card 
holder, variable spacer, type-' 
writer ribbons, ribbon control, 
importance of instruction book¬ 
lets and the importance of per¬ 
iodic cleaning. 

In her second program she 
will demonstrate some “short¬ 
cut” techniques to help any typist.

With admission to medical 
school in one hand and a master 
of divinity in the other - - and both 
awarded within the last five 
years--a youth director sees no 
conflict between religion and sci¬ 
ence. 

Jim Stewart of the Fifth Street 
Presbyterian Church, across 
from the campus, told journalism 
students the seeming conflict lies 
in misinterpretation, either of 
the Bible or scientific discover¬ 
ies. 

Evolution is theoretical--not 
factual. The missing link is really 
missing. “Science cannot explain 
the creation, Adam and Eve or the 
personage of Jesus Christ.” 

Stewart accepts evolution 
within species but not evolution 
across species because there are 
“too many loopholes.” 

In an informal question- 
answer session, he made it clear 
that he spoke for himself only- - 
not the church. 

He left the unanimous impres¬ 
sion with reporters that he could 
really sit down and help with 
problems if he thought his advice 
would help. 

Carefully dressed, he wore a 
gold-brown belted corduroy jack¬ 
et, pants in a darker shade of 
brown and matching pretty much 
with the same color shirt. His

with a grooved striped pattern at 
an angle with the tie. 

He wears his hair neatly part¬ 
ed on the side and sideburns 
trimmed long enough to fit in with 
his youth but not so long as to be 
frowned on by older groups. 

To the question “Is church 
becoming a go-to-be-seen func¬ 
tion?” brought this reply: “In the 
Bible Belt it’s the thing to do. 
But going to church doesn’t make 
Christians. 

“Church is important though 
because it helps Christians 
grow.” Hypocrites in the church 
is not a valid reason to stay 
away. All churches have them. 

An individual needs to find a 
church he feels is right for him 
and make the most of it, says 
Stewart. And the church should 
preach Christ and honor the Bible 
as God’s word. The denomination 
itself is not as important as what 
the church believes. 

Stewart says a person claim¬ 
ing to be an atheist is actually 
claiming complete self-knowl¬ 
edge. 

The atheist’s position is not 
even defensible because he must 
assert there are no realms of 
being other than the earthly 
realm. There is no way atheists 
can know such a thing. 

Stewart cites the resurrection 
of Christ as “specific, objective 
and historical” proof of God’s 
existence. His black eyes could 
change from twinkling amuse- 


Seventeen more shopping days 
stand between car owners and 
the deadline for buying ’73 Tex¬ 
as license plates. 

It’s a 20 per cent penalty 
after March 31 and this penalty 
is in addition to any fine the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety asses- 
es for driving with expired plates, 
says Mrs. Mary Boucher of the 
Smith County Tax Collector’s of¬ 
fice. 

Students who have Tyler as 
their temporary address may buy 
their plates here, she said. 

Although they have a choice 
of buying here or at their per¬ 
manent home, she suggested reg¬ 
istration at home for two reasons: 

Each county charges a differ¬ 
ent rate of personal property 
tax. Some populous counties such 
as Houston in Harris County and 
Beaumont in Jefferson County do 
not charge a personal property 
tax on cars. 

A second reason is that reg¬ 
istering at home eliminates ex¬ 
cess bookkeeping and reduces the 
possibility of error. 

The office accepts only cash 
for the plates: “Under no cir¬ 
cumstances can checks or credit 
cards be accepted,” she empha¬ 
sized. 

Hours are fron 8a.m.-5p.m. 
Monday through Friday. 

Beginning March 16, she said 
sub-stations would be set up in 
several towns throughout Smith 
County. 

Only papers necessary for li¬ 
cense plate purchase are the re¬ 
newal sticker received through 
the mail and title of the vehicle. 
Those who did not receive a re¬ 
newal sticker by mail should 
bring their receipt from the ’72 
tags, she said. 

If there is illness or any 
other reason preventing a person 
from buying his own plates, he 
may send a friend or relative 
with the necessary papers and 
money. 

Delinquincy inpayment of tax¬ 
es will not affect or hinder any- 


ment to a serious look when he 
discussed Christ. 

As to his reaction to the 
Presbyterian Church's donation 
of $10,000 to professed Com¬ 
munist Angela Davis, he said 
the gift was made before he be¬ 
came a Presbyterian. 

But he could speak for himself 
and his congregation (Fifth 
Street) as not in sympathy with 
that gift or any other gift to 
communism. 

He added that the Presbyter¬ 
ian gift was not the only church 
gift to communism. 

Communism is an evil stem¬ 
ming from atheism, he said. It’s 
purpose is to destroy Christian¬ 
ity. 

Stewart says the mission of 
the church does not reach into 
governmental affairs. As Chris¬ 
tians, he says, we may see in¬ 
justice--but we take a stand out¬ 
side the church as individual 
Christians or as a Christian 
group outside the institutional 
church. 

“The responsibility of the 
church is to exalt Christ and 
teach the Bible.” 

Can government and/or poli¬ 
tics mix with religion? 

Smiling, he answered, “It's 
like oil and water. The two will 
go in the same container but 
never mix. Government and reli¬ 
gion have two distinct responsi¬ 
bilities:

Course drops 
must be mode 
before March 9 

Students who want to drop 
courses must do so before March 
9 to avoid an F on their tran¬ 
scripts. Registrar Kenneth Lewis 
says “if they drop a course 
after March 9, it will be an auto¬ 
matic F.” 

Three absences from a sci¬ 
ence lab, regardless of the ex¬ 
cuse, means a drop from the lab 
and the course and no credit 
for the course, Lewis said. 

An XF means the student 
dropped while failing. The grade 
is equal to an F when his grades 
are averaged. 

WF is an official drop from 
TJC while failing. An incomplete 
also becomes an F if it is not 
made up within the following 
semester, Lewis said. 

Missing a class for a total 
of five times with no acceptable 
reason on file can be a drop for 
non-attendance. In this case he 
receives a warning letter at his 
home address. A married student 
receives the letter at his home 
address. 

The student then has a week to 
come to the registrar’s office and 
justify any reasons why he should 
not be dropped. The registrar’s 
office will process the drop if the 
student does not come in. 

Lewis asks those who drop 
courses to do so officially. Of¬ 
ficial route is for the student 
to pick up a drop slip in the 
registrar’s office, take it to his 
teacher to sign and to his coun¬ 
selor for signing. The student 
takes it to the registrar’s office 
for processing. 

He says many students simply 
stop attending a class. “This is 
an unofficial drop where the stu¬ 
dent receives an automatic F for 
non-attendance.”

When he made it clear he op¬ 
posed abortion on any grounds, 
one student, testing his sincer¬ 
ity, asked him if he would remain 
opposed if his wife were in dan¬ 
ger. Stewart responded with a 
slight touch of amusement at the 
student’s trick: 

“Well, I’d have to be consis¬ 
tent, wouldn’t I?” 

For those who question why God 
permits so much evil, Stewart 
says man is born evil. “Youhave 
to teach a baby to be good.” 

It’s man's problem to work 
himself out of evil through God’s 
help. God has provided the solu¬ 
tion to the problem of evil and 
that solution is the person of 
Jesus Christ. Only Jesus can 
make an evil heart good. 

Man has the choice of turn¬ 
ing toward or against God. But 
he is responsible for his choice 
and on the judgment day must 
answer to God. 


Stewart sees no conflict 

Director walks straight line on Bibl ical, 
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Educational TV can 
increase enrollment 

TJC’s educational television for 
East Texans is a first in colleges 
of this area. TJC began its black 
and white broadcasts in February with 
Jerome Walsh and Robert Peters. 
Walsh is teaching conversational Span¬ 
ish and Peters Texas history. 

Brainchild director of these pro¬ 
grams is I. L. Friedman. His latest 
program will come through in color 
and will add another dimension to the 
new programs. 

It will be history again when Mrs. 
Johnny Abbey appears March 13 and 
14 in the college’s first educational 
color television. 

Her program can go into more 
than 16,000 homes, according to fig¬ 
ures from the general manager of the 
LVO Cable of Tyler, Johnny Mankin. 

And according to national statistics, 
there are three and a half viewers 
in each home. 

Theoretically then, through this 
program and others of its kind there 
could be a potential increase in temp¬ 
orary enrollment of 56,000 students. 

Symbols replace words 
on new driving signs 

That triangle road sign with its 
new border of red is every driver’s 
first lesson in a new set of driving 
symbols. 

The Federal Highways Administra¬ 
tion will introduce these changes slow¬ 
ly so drivers will become gradually 
accustomed to the new symbol-color 
concept that emphasizes symbols more 
than words. 

The sign language will not be chang¬ 
ed so drastically that drivers will 
have to learn a whole new set of 
rules. 

For example, the old sign for yield 
was a triangle of yellow with the word 
“yield” in black letters. The new 
sign is still a triangle shape and a 
band of red surrounds its borders. 
The word “yield” is still in black 
letters. 

The sign that said “bicycle cross¬ 
ing” has been changed to a picture of 
a bicycle. The sign that read “pe^ 
destrian crossing” pictures a per¬ 
son. The sign “signal ahead” is re¬ 
placed by the picture of a signal light. 

The new concept will communicate 
primarily through symbols and colors 
because drivers interpret symbols 
more readily than words. 

Tests have shown, on the average, 
that drivers respond faster to symbols 
than to words. 

Color is important in the new sign 
concept, but the basic color meanings 
will remain the same. Red--stop; 
green--permitted movements; blue-- 
motorist services; yellow--general 
warning; black or white--regulations; 
orange--construction and maintenance, 
and brown--public recreation. 

The color-picture combination 
looks as if it will do just what its 
sponsors hope--make highway travel 
safer. 

Since the signs are new, it can 
create problems unless each driver 
familiarizes himself with the new sym¬ 
bols. 
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Mexico’s warmth overwhelms Belles, Band

When the 98 Apache Band and 
Apache Belles and their chaper¬ 
ones stepped off their plane at 
Mexico City’s International Air¬ 
port, they stepped into another 
world. 

From a sports angle, the cali¬ 
ber of basketball during the Third 
Annual National Collegiate Bas¬ 
ketball Tournament at the Uni¬ 
versity of the Americas was 
surprisingly good. 

The beauty of Puebla’s many 
churches and public buildings was 
an unexpected bonus. 

But the welcome from the 
people of Mexico was perhaps the 
most impressive experience. In 
an example of international 
friendship, the Band and Belles 
made innumerable friends, not 
only for TJC but Texas as a whole. 

During the Band-Belle per¬ 
formances at the University and 
in Puebla and Cholula, the re¬ 
ception was superior to anything 
they’ve ever received. 

Belle Executive Director 
Mrs. Eva Saunders called it “the 
most successful of many suc¬ 
cessful trips--and they’ve all 
been highly successful.’’ 

Band Director Jack Smith and 
Dance Director A1 Gilliam ob¬ 
viously agreed with Mrs. Saund¬ 
ers. 

Official welcome to Mexico 
came Friday morning from Pueb¬ 
la Mayor Dr. Luis Vazquez La- 
puente. In return, Lapuente was 
made an honorary Apache Beau. 

The mayor presented each 
member with a dish of candy 
made in Puebla and then invited 
all 98 and their sponsors to a 
luncheon at his home. 

Another luncheon next day had 
tables stretching perhaps 40 feet 
with dozens and dozens and doz¬ 
ens of every Mexican food imag¬ 
inable. 

Mrs. Saunders began a de¬ 
scription of the foods and then 
ended with “the kinds and colors 
were inconceivable. You’d have 
to see them to believe it.’’ 

Before the luncheon and wel¬ 
coming ceremonies, the Band and 


Belles also met the governor of 
the State of Puebla, Dr. Gon- 
zalo Bautista O’Farril, and 
named him an official Apache 
Beau. 

Although the adults officially 
welcomed the TJC representa¬ 
tives, the school children wel¬ 
comed the Band and Belles first at 
the Ninos Heroes de Chapul- 
tapec. 

About 2,000 children sang a 
few songs and then performed 
an intricate series of card for¬ 
mations, forming an Apache 
Belle and the words “Welcome’’ 
and “Thank You.’’ 

The show appreciation for 
the children, the Belles danced 
to such songs as “Big ‘D’ ’’ 
and “Put On A Happy Face.’’ 
The Band then played while the 
Belles sang the “Alma Mater’’ 
and “Fight Song.’’ The Band 
waved their black cowboy hats 
in salute to their enthusiastic 
hosts. 

The welcome continued after 
the ceremony, when the Band and 
Belles boarded their buses, smil¬ 
ing, waving Mexican children 
clutching pieces of paper sur¬ 
rounded them, asking for mem¬ 
bers’ names and addresses. 
Wherever the group went, chil¬ 
dren were among their most en¬ 
thusiastic fans. 

Although these welcomes 
were enthusiastic, the crowds 
at the University of the Ameri¬ 
cas were equally so. The Mexi¬ 
can fans cheered their favorite 
teams and applauded the Band 
and Belles’ Hawaiian Show the 
first night. 

When Smith asked authorities 
where to begin a parade through 
Puebla Saturday, they re¬ 
plied, “Anywhere you like.’’ 
When he asked where to end the 
parade, he got the same answer. 

Smith finally set a short route 
and the two groups marched to 
the cheers of several thousand 
onlookers who appeared on the 
deserted street in a matter of 
minutes. 

The groups went to Cholula 
for a parade and welcome by 
Mayor Don Juan Blanca. They 
then performed at Saturday 
night’s basketball games at the 
University. 

Spectators gave loud approval 


to Smith’s Apache Band and such 
songs as ‘ ‘Get It On’ ’ and ‘ ‘ Free. ’ ’ 
On “I Can’t Stop Loving You,’’ 
Smith took a short solo to the 
cheers of both spectators and 
Band members. 

Sunday the Band and Belles 
went to the Eustadio Cuauhtemoc 
to perform before 100,000 fans 
during a soccer game halftime 
between Puebla and a Mexico 
City team. 

Smith called Sunday night’s 
basketball game performance 
“probably our best’’ as the Band 
and Belles gave their last per¬ 
formance before a cheering capa¬ 
city crowd. As at every game, 
dozens of children circulated a- 
mong the TJC students asking for 
autographs. 

While in Puebla, third largest 
city in Mexico, the Band and 
Belles stayed in Puebla’s Hotel 
Colonial. From the outside at 
night, the hotel looks like an 
abandoned building covered with 
revolutionary slogans in red 
paint. 

Inside, this impression 
changes. Well over 100 years old, 
the quaint hotel offers a breath¬ 
taking roof-top view of Puebla’s 
old churches and buildings. 

In a short Saturday tour of 
Puebla, the Band and Belles 
toured one cathedral that took 
more than 200 years to build, 
beginning in the 16th century and 
completed in 1775. 

Later the group visited an¬ 
other church containing the 
famous Chapel of the Rosary 
made almost entirely with gold 
leaf and one of the most beauti¬ 
ful buildings in Puebla. 

The University in Cholula has 
around 1,600 students, many of 
them Americans. Its eastern 
style of architecture gives it an 
air of beauty and serenity. 

But that serenity was tempor¬ 
arily shattered Friday night when 
Band and Belles returned to the 
hotel. They were jarred from 
their beds around 1 a.m. by the 
strains of a mariachi band sere¬ 
nading them from across the 
street. 

Band Director Smith made one 
comment: “The first trumpet 
player is out of tune.’’

Winning is habit

Winning seasons are all Head Basketball Coach Floyd Wagstaff 
knows. 

Since he took over 26 years ago as head basketball coach and 
athletic director, he has never had a losing season. 

According to Coach Wagstaff, his career record is due to luck 
and good players. 

“I have been lucky a few times and I have always had talented 
players who gave me all they have,” he says. “I’ve never had a kid 
that wouldn’t go by what I said.” 

Coach Wagstaff has produced 10 teams since 1948 that have won 
the Region 14 tournament and gone to the National Junior College 
Athletic Association playoff in Hutchinson, Kan. 

TJC won the NJCAA tournament in 1949 beating out Hutchin¬ 
son, Kan. Junior College 64-62. Coach Wagstaff again drove his 
team to Kansas in 1950 to win the tourney against Northeast Mis¬ 
sissippi Junior College 93-75. 

The Apaches have not won the NJCAA tournament since but were 
runner-ups in 1960 and 1961. Parsons, Kan. Junior College beat the 
Apaches in 1960 by two points 73-71. Pueblo, Colo. Junior College 
took the championship game the next year 79-66. 

Coach Wagstaff and his teams have placed fourth, fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth between 1948 and 1973 at the NJCAA tourna¬ 
ment. 

* * * 

Despite the fact Coach Wagstaff gives credit to his teams for 
success, he has received tributes for his coaching ability. 

The Texas Sports Writers Association has named him Coach of 
the Year five times. 

The 10 head basketball coaches of the Texas Eastern Conference 
have also named him Coach of the Year for the past three seasons. 

NJCAA officials have presented him with the Certificate of 
Service recognizing him as an outstanding national coach. 

* * * 

Although he has been head football coach in the past, Coach 
Wagstaff thinks basketball is harder to coach ‘‘because the coach is 
right next to the action, constantly turning and twisting, trying to 
give out instructions to some player at the other end of the court.” 

He knows his record in the past 26 years has been good but Coach 
Wagstaff always looks to the future and what has to be done--not 
what has been done. 

‘‘I have been pretty lucky with my past teams but I have to look 
at it this way, it’s not what I have done in the past, it’s what I have 
to do in the future.” 

As long as Coach Wagstaff is athletic director, TJC sports will 
have a competitive and respected reputation.
